To the inhabitants of the Town of Plaistow in the 
County of Rockingham in Se) State, qualified to vote in 
Town Affairs: 

You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in 
said Plaistow on Tuesday, the eighth day of March next, 
at nine of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the fol- 
lowing subjects: 

1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year 
ensuing. 

2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary 
to defray town charges for the ensuing year, and make 
appropriation for same. 

5. To see if the Town will vote to purchase a tractor 
and snow plow, and to raise and make an appropriation for 
Same. (By petition.) 

4. To see if the Town will appropriate a sum sufficient 
to resurface and Tarvia North Avenue, so-called, from Brad- 
ley’s Corner to the Massachusetts State Line.

TO THE SCHOOL BOARD 


Salem, N. H., Feb. 9, 1927. 
To the School Board and Citizens of Plaistow: 


It would be presumptuous on my part to try to report 
on the work done by Superintendent Blount. In his last 
report he fully outlined the work of the superintendent and 
told you what he was trying to accomplish. It has been 
my ‘purpose to carry out his plans as far as possible and to 
keep the way cleared for the coming of Superintendent 
William J. Nelson, who, when you read these lines, will 
probably be at work. 

I found the schools well organized and disciplined, with 
the teachers checking their work by tests carefully selected 
by the superintendent. 

The winter term has been badly broken by epidemics 
of whooping cough and measles. The percent of attendance 
in the first grade for January was 52, and in the second 
grade, 58. This means that more pupils than usual will fail 
of promotion at the close of the year. To the parents of 
such pupils letters are now being sent from this office and 
they are urged to consult the teacher regarding the progress 
of their children. | 

The work of the music supervisor is of a high order 
and her report accompanies this. 

What the School Nurse is doing deserves more than 
passing mention. She is a help to teachers as well as 
pupils, helping to teach practical health lessons rather 
than mere physiology. Clean bodies and clean living help 
clean thinking. |

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REPORT OF SUPERVISOR OF MUSIC 


To the Superintendent and School Board of Plaistow: 


I herewith present my annual report as supervisor of 
music in the Plaistow schools. 

The work in this department seems to grow from year 
to year. Today the teaching of music does not mean simply 
the development of the voice and the reading of notes. 
While these subjects are being carried on as successfully 
as ever, much stress is laid upon the appreciation of music. 

The work in this line usually proves very interesting 
to the few who can not sing, and the boys with changing 
voices. The pupils are given a list of the instruments in 
the orchestra, divided into groups as follows: strings, wood- 
winds, brasses and percussion. With the aid of the victrola 
the tone of each instrument is listened to separately and 
then in combination. Pictures are used to show the shape 
of each one, and method of producing tone. The records 
used for this purpose have been carefully chosen from some 
of the world’s best known classics. 

Even a very young child is susceptible to the sounds of 
beautiful music. His ear is alert and registers conceptions 
very early, so the little people, too, have their listening les- 
sons in music. ; 

Sometimes the story of the music is told before the 
record is played and the children are allowed to raise their 
hands when they hear something the teacher has told them 
to listen for. Very often nothing is told about the music 
played, but the children show the teacher just what it tells 
them to do. In this way better than any other the study 
of rhythm is developed. 

The first music memory test was given last June at the 
Woodbury High School, Salem. This work is done by the 
pupils of the seventh and eighth grades. The children are 
now working on the test to be given this year in Plaistow.
